Jumper Hall and Webster Lyon, and a ne- 


gto convicted of the murder of his wife by 
poison at the same term, were hung this 
morning at half past nine. 

The sheriff and his assistant shrouded 
the prisoners in their cells and brought 
them down to the gallowa, which was erected 
in the jail yard and surrounded by a pali- 


. {ade twenty feet high. All four were hung 


on the same gallows, and they ascended the 
steps and took their places on the trap 
calmly. 

The r.pes were then head around 
their necks and the sheriff asked 
their ministerial friends that were present to 
conduct there religious services. Revs. 
Dawdell, McDonald and Delamutta, all col- 
ored, did so, delivering a short exhortation, 
warning all to profit by the solemn scene. 

The hymnn “am I born to die,” was sung 
Chuley Webster joining in the singing with 
fervor. 

A fervent and eloquent prayer was then 
offered, the prisongrs kneeling and respond- 
ing at intervals. @ 

After the prayer the prisoners were given 
an opportunity of speaking. Charles 
told all good-bye, begging his friends to live 
right and meet him in Heaven; that he was 


I ready to die, and glad that he was to die as 


he was, because it had brought him to re- 
pentence and salvation. He declared that 
he was innocent,and that the last time he 
saw Mr. Hall he was alive. Emanuel and 
Nimrod also made a similar declaration. 
Nimrod scemed very much depressed, 
and could stand with great difficulty. They 
were much less talkative than Charles Web- 
ster. Lyon was very composed, and said 
mereiy that he was going to Heaven and 
wanted everybody to meet him there. After 
the caps were drawn, the Sheriff asked them if 
they were ready. Charles asked him to wait a 
moment, and his cap being raised again, he 
asserted his innocence, and told his friends 
to pray for the counsel that defended him, 
the jury that convicted him, and the Judge 
that sentenced him. He asked for his 
brother and sister, but they were not pres- 
ent. Nimrod also asked Bill Wright 
and Arnold to preach his funeral, 


him in the fear of God. They rec gnized 
Col. Goode, one of their lawyers, and 
thanked him for his services in their behalf. 
The caps were then adjusted and at twenty 
minutes before eleven the trap was 
sprung and the four men were launched 
into eternity.
